Th e limited mobilization wh ich President 
Truman h as set in motion wiU be made pos­ 
sible by reservists and national guardsmen 
w h o arc willing to give up some of th eir time 
to keep in touch wi’h a job th ey migh t h ave 
to resume on sh ort notice.

The Baruch Doctrine 
I T THE OUTSET of World War IL Bernard 
M liaruch proposed a doctrine of infla­ 
tion control—to freeze wages and prices, ab­ 
solutely, It was rejected. 
At th e end of World War II. th e spiraiing 
inflation wh ich resulted from th e rejection 
became a major economic h eadach e. 
Many 
believed th e Baruch doctrine could h ave 
averted th e h eadach e. 
If nations are capable of learning from ex - 
pencfKf, like people, th e Baruch doctrine will 
be considered carefully in th e event th at it 
becomes necessary to impose price and wage 
c\ n rols. President Truman h as w arned th ese 
v .11 come if voluntary self-discipline fails. 
Th at is anoth er way of saying th ey are in­ 
evitable, because labor unions already h ave 
served notice of intent to demand h igh er 
wage lewis, wh ich would sh ift th e inflation 
spiral into h igh gear.

fpHE FACTS and figures prove th at th e 
United States h as no real sh ortages and 
no reason for h oarding and panic buying.
